Columbus, O., Nov. 17.—The gooa 


roads law passed by the last legisla- 
ture Is criticised in the second annual 
report to Governor Harris from Sam 
Huston, state highway commissioner. 
The principal defect, according to Mr. 
Huston, Is that the state pays only 
28 per cent.' of -the cost of construct- 
ing an improved roadway. 
Th'e bal- 


ance comes from the county treasury 
and assessments on abutting propeity. 
It is recommended that the state pay 
half the cost of future improvements.

the Gulf Deep Waterways association.
